Subject; — Import Policy for Registered Exporters for April 1974—March 1975— 
exports of woollen goods- 

NO. 88-rrC(PN)/74, —Attention is Invited to the import policy for Registered 
Exporters for the year April 1974—March 1975 as contained In the Import Trade 
Policy (Red Book—Vol, II) publlsiied under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. 44-ITC(PN)/74, dated 2nd April, 1974. 

2. In the said Red Book, the following remarks appear In Col 5 in Product 
Groups "K” and “L”: — 

(I) Product Group 'K'—Carpets Rugs and Dfuggets. 

“(2) Against export of products in this product group, a recognised spinner 
of wool snail be nominated lor raw wool etc. from the S.T.C. and 
raw wool of quality below 56s may also be Imported.” 

(II) Product Group ‘V—Woollen Textiles, Hosiery and Mixed Fabrics. 

“(2) Against the export of products covered by this Product Group, the 
exporter shall nominate either a recognised spinner of wool or a 
recognised wool comber for obtaining raw wool etc. and raw wool 
of quality below 56s may also be imported. Where a wool comber 
is nominated under this provision, it shall be sub.tect to the condition 
that the nominee shall dispose of wool tops onl.v to a spinner of wool 
recognised by the Textile Commissioner.” 
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3- On a review of the position, the following decisions have been taken in respect 
of the above two provisions;— 

(a) The provision regarding a compulsary nomination in favour of a recognised 

wool Comber, referred to at (li) in Para 2 above has been withdrawn. 

(b) In the case of exporters of shoddy woollen blankets/blanketing cloth, 

who are eligible for woollen rags under the policy in force, the pro¬ 
vision for compulsary nomination in favour of a recognised spinner 
of wool, hoCding a permit issued by the Textile Commissioner, shall 
continue. 


(c) If a manufacturer-exporter who is eligible to obtain raw wool/waste 
wool In terms of the policy In force, desires to have the import 
replenishment in his own name, he may be permitted to claim such 
replenishment in his own name. In case, such an exporter wants to 
have a nominee, it shall be .compulsary for him to nominate a recog¬ 
nised spinner of wool holding a permit issued by the Textile Com- 
mlBsloner. 


(d) Whore a manufacturer—exporter obtains fRBP entitlement of raw 
wool/waste wool in his own name as provided in sub-para (c) above, 
the import replenishment granted in such a case shall be subject 
to the condition, inter-alia that the exporter shall have the imported 
wool converted into yarn onlv from a recognised spinner of wool, 
holding R permit issued by the Textile Commissioner and that he 
shall intimate the name, address and the Permit Number of such 
spinner to the licensing authority and the Textile Commissioner 
within a period of 30 days from the date the imported wool is given 
to such spinner. The yarn so obtained shall be utilised by the ex¬ 
porter for production in his own factory. 


(e) In the case of merchant exporters of Carpets, Rugs and Druggets who 
arc eligible to obtain wool as replenishment in their own name In 
terms of para 10, Part ‘B’, Section I of the Red Book (VoL II) for 
April 1H74—March 1975, the exporter shall be required to nominate 
a recognised spinner of wool holding a permit issued by the Textile 


Commissioner.
